A BIOGRAPHICAL  NOTE. 


Born  at.  Camberwell,  June  2nd,  1824,  the  second  son  of  Joseph  Barber 
Wilks,  cashier  at  the  East  India  House,  Leadenhnll  Street;  educated  at 
Aldenham  School,  183(5 — 39:  at  University  College  School,  1839,  for  one 
year;  apprenticed  to  Mr.  Richard  Prior,  the  family  doctor,  in  1840; 
entered  Gay’s  Hospital,  1841;  M.R.C.S.,  1847;  M.B.,  1848;  M.D.  Load., 
1850;  M.R.C.P.,  1851;  Physician  to  the  Surrey  Infirmary,  1853;  in  1854 
married  Mrs.  Prior,  the  widow  of  Mr.  Prior,  to  whom  he  had  been  ap- 
prenticed; F.R.C.P.,  185G;  Curator  of  Museum,  Guy’s  Hospital,  185G — 
1865;  Assistant  Physician  to  Guy’s  Hospital,  1856;  Physician  to  the  Infir- 
mary for  Children,  Waterloo  Rond,  1864,  for  one  year;  Member  of  the 
Medical  Commission  on  the  Contagious  Diseases  Act,  1864;  Examiner  in 
the  Practice  of  Medicine,  University  of  London,  1866 — 1870;  Physician  to 
Guy’s  Hospital  and  Lecturer  on  Medicine,  18G7;  Examiner  in  Medicine, 
Royal  College  of  Surgeons  of  England,  18G8 — 1875;  Member  of  the  Royal 
Commission  on  the  Contagious  Diseases  Act,  1870;  Fellow  of  the  Royal 
Society,  1870;  Physician  to  the  Duke  and  Duchess  of  Connaught,  1879; 
President  of  the  Pathological  Society  of  London,  1881 — 1882;  President 
of  the  Pathological  Section,  International  Medical  Congress,  London,  1881; 
LL.D.  of  Edinburgh  University,  1884;  retired  from  Guy’s  Hospital  St.afT, 
1885;  Consulting  Physician  to  Guy’s  Hospital,  1885  till  his  death;  Presi- 
dent of  the  Neurological  Society  of  London,  1887;  Member  of  the  Senate 
of  the  University  of  London,  1887,  nnt.il  its  reconstruction,  1900;  Member 
of  the  General  Medical  Council,  1887 — 189G;  President  of  the  Royal 
College  of  Physicians,  189G — 1899;  created  a.  Baronet  and  Physician  Extra- 
ordinary to  Queen  Victoria,  1897;  Moxon  Gold  Medallist,  1897;  retired 
from  practice,  and  left  his  town  residence  to  live  at  Hampstead,  1901 ; 
President  of  the  Hampstead  Scientific  Society,  1902 — 1909;  died  Novem- 
ber 8th;  cremated  at  Goldcr’s  Green,  and  buried  at  Hampstead  Cemetery, 
November  11th,  1911.  The  funeral  service  at  Hampstead  Parish  Church 
was  attended  by  the  highest  officials  of  the  varions  bodies  that  he  had 
been  connected  with. 


As  it  is  not  generally  known  that  Sir  Samuel  Wilks  nearly  lost  his  life 
by  drowning  before  he  had  lived  half  his  days,  the  following  account, 
taken  from  the  British  Medical  Journal  of  August  25th,  1866,  is  here 
reproduced:— “ Narrow  Escape.— On  Tuesday  week,  Dr.  S.  Wilks,  who  is 
staying  at  Scarborough,  started  alone  along  the  sands  to  Filey.  After 
walking  about  five  miles,  he  found  the  projecting  rocks  hindered  his 
further  progress.  He  attempted  to  retrace  his  steps,  but  the  tide  having 
risen  considerably,  he  was  soon  hemmed  in.  He  sought  refuge  in  the  cliffs. 
When  the  tide  had  receded  it  had  become  dark,  so  that  he  durst  hot, 
come  down,  but  was  obliged  to  remain  the  whole  night,  and  unfortu- 
nately when  daylight  appeared  the  tide  had  again  returned,  and  he  was 
compelled  to  wait  for  hours.  On  Wednesday  morning,  Mrs.  Wilks  and 
her  son  proceeded  to  Filey,  and  having  no  tidings  of  him,  engaged  the 
services  of  some  fishermen,  who,  with  the  assistance  of  ropes,  went  over 
the  cliffs  and  explored  the  rocks.  After  searching  in  vain  for  some  time, 
they  found  that  Dr.  Wilks,  exhausted,  had  crawled  over  the  rocks  to  the 
door  of  a cottage  on  the  beach.  The  poor  woman  at  once  admitted 
him,  and  administered  a little  brandy  to  him.  His  clothes,  which  were 
saturated  to  the  neck,  were  immediately  taken  off,  and  he  was  put  to 
bed,  and  messengers  were  afterwards  dispatched  to  Scarborough  for  a 
carriage,  by  which  he  was  taken  home  to  his  hotel.”
